A dispatch from Cape Haytlen on 
July 24 announced that an army from 
the department of Artibonile in sym- 
pathy with M. Firmln was marching 
on Cape Haytlen from three sides.

A cablegram was re- 
ceived at the state department frt)m 
Chester Donaldson, United States con- 
sul at Managua, Nicaragua, dated the 
2Cth Instant, as follows: 

"As a courtesy to the United Staf<=s 
and sympathy for the mother, the 
president will commute Russell ^Vil- 
son's death sentence." 

Wilson was one nf several .Xmerl- 
cans who joined a filibustering expe- 
dition which landed at Monkey Point, 
near Blueflelds, early In July. Most 
of the party were captured or killed. 
Wi!s"n would have ber-n summarily 
exKMit( (1 hut for the interv en; ion of 
Senor Corea. the Nicari'L'uan minis- 
ter here. He secured a stay of pro- 
ceedings and a guarantee of legal 
trial. The minister has now indued 
President Zelaya to commute the 
the death sentence iiupdsed upon 
Wilson by courtmartial. Before the 
receipt of this message it was not 
known here that the courtmarial had 
been held. It is presumed that the 
commutation is n) imrrlsonment f(;r 
a time and then expulsion from 
Nicaragua.

Henry G. Walters, of Baltimore, who 
baa just imported nearly a tbonsand 
paintings, stataea and miwellaneons art 
treasures to enrich the fatnons Walters 
gallery in tbat city, will bave to pay 
nearly 1200,000 duties upon bis welcome 
importation. It ia largely a tax on the 
art of antiquity. Tliere is no home com- 
petition, and tbe treaaury does not need 
tbe revenue. Hence tbis tariff freak is 
supremely ridiculous. Mr. Walters may 
Mnd hie paicbaie back to Europe." 

WiiiLB tbe Republicans are telling so 
glibly wbat they are going to do to tbe 

trusts if they only get a chance, a glance 
at the Congreseional Record on the 15tb 
of last February will tbrow considerable 
light on tbe subject as to wbat may be 
expected of them. Tbeir bad faith dur- 
ing tbe Fiftv-sixth Congreaa wben they 
pigeon-boled tbeir own anti-trust bill 
rather than let it come to a vote is too 
well-known to need discussion. But 
even within tbe present year tbe Bepub* 
lican;, wbo are now applauding tbe Pree- 
iiiHiitV anti-tnist utterances in his Pitts- 
burg speech, voted directly opposite to 
tbeir present and past profeHions. It 
happened in tbis way. The permanent 
census hill was under consideration. 
Senator DuBois, of Idaho, offered an 
amendment to the hill providin}: a rem- 
edy for the trusts in direct acconl with 
tbe recommendations of tbe PreHident in 
his message to tbe Congress. In otieriug 
tbe amendment Mr. DuBois said : "I am 
not making an indiscriminate attack on 
tbe trusts. Mv amendment simply car* 
ries out fully tbe suggestion of President 
Roosevelt, which is that the utmost pub- 
licity shall be given to tbe trusts." Wben 
the vote was taken on the amendment 
the Republicans voted ajjaitist it to a 
man. la that the sort of re<;ord tbe Re- 
publicans are going before thi* country 
wilb, and "pointing with pride" to? 
Does any man ever expect relief for his 
country from the trusts at the bands of a 
party which to-day votes against their 
own President and to-morrow applauds 
those same recommendations, thinking 
thereby to get some mean political ad- 
vantage? For twelve long years tbe Re- 
piihlicans have been telling tbe country 
what they were going to do to the trusts. 
Bat the unsympathetic cold-hearted type 
of tli'4 Congressional Record ih full uf 
words which bave not been backed up 
by deeds. Trust not tba men whose 
tonL'iies incline on* way and their deeds 
another.

It is time to ask, in all seriousness, 
whether the death of Wm. McKinley 
marked tbe apogee of tbe Republican 
party. While it is drifting apart on a 
question of trade with Cuba the Democ- 
racy is getting together. While such 
rock'ribbed Republioan States as Ver- 
mont, Ohio and Pennsylvania are being 
torn by clashing factions the Democratic 
leaders are falling into line in solid ranks 
and preparing for tbe contest of 1004. 

Is our leadership lost? Less than a 
year has elapsed since tbe pitiful death 
of tbe lamented McKinley, and we find a 
third of the Republican membership of 
tbe Senate, representing a dozen States, 
nearly all Republican, in opposition to 
the administration. And over what 7 A 
perplexing tarit!' question ! This is not a 
new queetionfor the Republican party to 
handle. It WM far more difficult for 
Wm. McKinley to adjust it for all tbe 
couutry than it is for tbe present admin- 
istration to settle it for the little republic 
of Cuba. Wm. McKinley settled it, as 
be did every other question in his time 
tbat perplexed and tried bis party, by 
conciliating, by harmonizing, by making 
ceocessions, and, w lienever necessary, by 
compromising. 

Let the President and his advisers take 
a lesson from tbe experience of William 
McKinley and plan for recij)rocal trade 
relations on such a broad basis tbat no 
American industry can complain. "Tbe 
period of exchisiveness is past," as Mc- 
Kinley well said. We must either hud 
new and wider markets abroad or pre- 
pare to pay the heavy penalty of over- 
production— silent workshops, labor un- 
employed itnd capital a burden. Such a 
situation breetis depression and panic. 

Tbe ardent protection sentiment of 
some baa been tried by the trust develop- 
ments of the past few years, and many 
believe tbat some of our protected in- 
dustries should be strong enough by tbis 
time to stand alone. Tlie task of the ad- 
ministration ia therefore difficult. It is 
now being put to the crucial test of the 
highest statesmanship. It mu^t be tact- 
ful, resourceful, conscientious, unambi- 
tious and always conciliatory. The un- 
fortunate break in a Republican Senate 
following manifestations of dissatisfac- 
tion in the Ifouse is not a triti ng matter, 
and the gi'owing unrest of tbe masses is 
in marked contrast with the confidence 
and hope they felt while they followed 
the bauuer of William McKinley. 

It needs no prophetic eye to realize 
that tbe Republican party is facing a 
crisis. How shall it be met? It is not 
a question of 1904; it is a question of 
liH)2. Political changes in this\ country 
are sometimes very abrupt. Tbe party 
that enters a Presidential campaign with 
broken ranks, disorganization and disaf- 
fection is beaten before the contest 
begins. 

With the Democracy nnitod and reas- 
serting the most popular of its old- 
fashioned ideaa of aconatitutional govern- 
ment and a tarid for revenue only a 
close and exciting contest becomes in- 
evitable. If— not because of a lack of 
its own patriotism and principle, but be- 
cause of overconfidence in its strength 
and a mistaken belief in the weakness of 
the enemy— the Republican party should 
fall by tbe wayside, where will the his- 
torian of ^ our new cei^tury politics put 
the blame?
